S.R.O. 318. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 12 
of the National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (XXXI of 1948), the Central Government is 
pleased to appoint Lt.-Col. O. G. Eapen, G.S.O. I, as a member of the State Advisory 
Comnuttee for the State of Bombay vice Lt.-Col. RAW END SINGH, M.C. 

S.R.O. 319. — Whereas the Central Government Is satisfied that for the adminis- 
tration of the Khas Yol Cantonment it is desirable that the term of office of lta 
Cantonment Board be further extended; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the first proviso to sub- 
section (4) of section 14 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), the Central 
Government is pleased to extend the term of office of the Khas Yol Cantonment 
Board up to the 28th February, 1951.

Against the names of "Pandit Hirdey Nath Kunzru, M.C.A.” and 
“Shri Mahavir Tyagi, M.C.A.” for the letters "M.C.A.” the letters and 
words ‘‘M.P., ex-officio” shall be substituted. 

S.R.O. 321. — The following amendments to the bye-laws for regulating the 
erection or re-erection of buildings in the Poona Cantonment framed by the Canton- 
ment Board, Poona, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 186 (f) and 
Section 282 (9) of tho Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), are published for general 
information, the same having been previously published, approved and confirmed 
by the Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) of Section 284 of the 
said Act, namely: — 

After bye-law 27, the following bye-law shall be inserted, namely: — 

“27A. (1) In the case of Chawls and Wadas, where there are already common 
sanitary blocks, one flush type water closet shall be provided for every 15 users 
over the age of 5 years. 
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(2) In the case of self-contained blocks, which have separate sanitary conveni- 
ences, at least one flush type water closet shall be provided for each block irrespec- 
tive of the number of the users. 

Provided, where the Health Officer or the Executive Officer is of the opinion 
that any privy, or water closet or cess pool or any additional privy or water closet 
or cess pool should be provided in or on any building or land, he may, with the 
previous sanction of the Cantonment Board, by a written notice giving not less than 
15 days time, require the owner, occupier or manager of such building or land to 
provide such privy, or water closet or cess pool and the owner, occupier or manager, 
as the case may be, shall comply with the notice.

8.R.O. 322. — The following bye-laws for the regulation and recovery of cycle 
Tax in the Mhow Cantonment, made by the Cantonment Board Mhow, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sections 282 and 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II 
of 1924), are published for general information, the same having been previously 
published, approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub- 
section (1) of Section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

BYE-LAWS 

1 . Definition — ‘Cycle’ means a two-wheeled vehicle fUled with a chain to drive 
it. 


2. Tap when payable.— The tax shall be payable annually in advance on the 1st 
of April each year and In the case of cycles possessed after this date, on the date 
of their possession for the unexplred period of the financial year. 

3. The number-plato issued by the Cantonment Board shall be securely Axed to 
the cycle in a prominent place at all times. 

4. If the number-plate is lost or removed, a written application shall be submitted 
to the Executive Officer who will issue a fresh number-plate on payment at 
As. -/8/- (annas eight). 

5. The owner or driver of cycle will show the number-plate when called upon 
to do so by any official authorised in writing by the Cantonment Executive Officer 
In this behalf or any Police Official. Such official shall have power to seize a cycle 
if It is found without a valid number-plate. 

6. Any person who contravenes bye-laws 3 or 5 shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 5 (rupees five) and In the case of a continuing contra- 
vention of bye-law 3 with an additional fine which may extend to Rs. 5 (rupees five) 
for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the 
first such contravention.
